The Chairman called the meeting to order and Commissioner Joseph Wiggins gave the
invocation. A MOTION was made by Commissioner Joseph Wiggins, seconded by

Commissioner Zack Koonce, and unanimously carried THAT the agenda be APPROVED with

the following amendment:

6. NCACC SERVICE PRESENTATION

MOTION made by Commissioner Joseph Wiggins, seconded by Commissioner Sondra Ipock-
Riggs, and unanimously carried THAT the minutes of August 18 regular meeting and August 25

regular meeting be APPROVED.

PUBLIC COMMENT PERIOD:

Viney Coombs presented payment information to the Board in reference to payments on

her water bill. Franky Howard informed the Board he would review the payment

information with the Water department supervisor and report back to Mrs. Coombs the

findings. Mr. Howard also informed the Board he would update the Board on the
findings as well.

EJ Collins indicated to the Board the tax office had sent him a letter in reference to the
size of the box on his truck. He has never received anything like this before and wants to

know what has changed. Mr. Collins also wants to make sure everyone within the
County will be taxed the same for owning these boxed trucks.

1. JAIL MEAL BID PROPOSALS

Mr. Howard presented the Board with the proposed meal prices for the upcoming year.

The bid proposals are as follows:

Subway 4.20
Old Planter Diner 6.50

The County is currently very pleased with the quality and services provided by Subway.
The cost savings for Trenton Red & White would only equate to 439.00 saving each year.



Based upon the quality and service, the County would prefer to remain with Subway.

Koonce and unanimously carried THAT Subway be APPROVED as the jail meal
caterer for the upcoming year.

MOTION made by Commissioner Sondra Ipock-Riggs, seconded by
Commissioner Joseph Wiggins and unanimously carried THAT the fee schedule be
APPROVED as presented, a copy of which is marked exhibit A and hereby incorporated
and made a part of these minutes.

3. OPERATION SANTA CLAUS
Franky Howard presented the Board with a request from the Caswell center for a
donation to their Operation Santa Claus. The donations are used to purchase gifts for
residents of the Caswell Center during the Christmas season. Commissioner Zack
Koonce questioned the number of residents from Jones County. Mr. Howard informed
the Board three citizens from Jones County live in the center. MOTION made by
Commissioner Zack Koonce, seconded by Commissioner Sondra Ipock-Riggs and
unanimously carried THAT the Board contribute 300.00 to Caswell for Operation Santa
Claus.

Mr. Neil Emory thanked the Board for allowing him to speak and their continued support
of the association. Mr. Emory expressed how much Jones County means to the NCACC
association. He came to personally present Commissioner Sondra Ipock-Riggs with a
certificate of recognition from the association for completing 20 years service as a




commissioner. Mr. Emory also indicated he wanted to let everyone know Commissioner
Riggs has a strong voice for Jones County and is always heard when representing the
County.

COUNTY MANAGER’S REPORT
Franky Howard had no additional reports.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT

Commissioner Sondra Ipock-Riggs expressed concerns about the air conditioner at the
courthouse and in recent times the system seems to be failing more often. If an alarm is
placed on the system to alert someone on the weekend of a system failure, then who will
be the individual responsible for responding to the alarm? Mrs. Ipock-Riggs requested
pictures be taken of all the repairs to the jail. The photos can be available to the Jail
commission as proof Jones County is making the necessary repairs as requested by the
commission.

Commissioner Zack Koonce expressed great concerns with the failure of the air
conditioner on August 4, 2014 at the courthouse. This was the beginning day of Superior
court and it was a terrible situation with all those folks there and no air. Commissioner
Koonce inquired as to what can be done to prevent this in the future. Mr. Howard
indicated all systems are being reviewed to make possible improvements.

PUBLIC COMMENT
Wayne Hurley expressed his desire to have all commissioners be as vocal as Sondra
Ipock-Riggs.

EJ Collins inquired as to who would have the ABC permit required to sell alcohol at the
civic center? Mr. Howard indicated renters are instructed by the county they must obtain
their own ABC permit for each event.

Eva Chadwick inquired as to who would be the lawyer used to release her deed back to
her in November. Mrs. Chadwick was once again advised she would receive a certificate
of satisfaction from the county in November. Any changes to ownership or lifetime
rights would be her responsibility to obtain an attorney of her choice to make those
changes.

MOTION made by Commissioner Joseph Wiggins, seconded by Commissioner Zack
Koonce, and unanimously carried THAT the meeting be adjourned at 9:50 a.m.
